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The amendment filed June 9, 2000 has been received and entered into the file. 
Applicant's arguments filed June 9, 2000 have been fully considered but they 
are not deemed to be persuasive. 

Claims 1-13 are presented for examination. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and 
exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth 
the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rendered indefinite by employing the acronym "SERM" 
inappropriately. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Garfield et al 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103 which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which qualifies as prior art only 
under subsection (f) or (g) of section 102 of this title, shall not preclude 
patentability under this section where the subject matter and the claimed 
invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same person 
or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. 

Claims 1, 3-5 and 7-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 

unpatentable over Garfield et al, of record, for reasons of record. . 



Claims 2 and 6, although neither anticipated, nor obviated, are dependant on a 
rejected claim. Applicant's attention is directed to outstanding rejections of claims 2 
and 6 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph. If applicant overcomes rejections of 
claims 2 and 6 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, these claims would be in 
condition for allowance if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Attention is directed to Goldstein, page 1480, column 1, paragraph 1 teaching 
both the "agonist and antagonistic effects of SERM's". This teaching renders the 
instant rebuttal argument unconvincing. 



RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 
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Attention is directed to Garfield et al, Columns 1-2 and column 2, line 36, 
teaching a combined estrogen, progesterone method of contraception. Possessing 
these teachings, the skilled artisan would have been motivated to employ those classes 
of compounds taught by Garfield et al, and herein recited, to inhibit ovulation.
